Allen Dean, claiming to be an ex­ 
soldier of the United States army, 
was arrested on the Green farm, 
southeast of Decatur, .Monday morn­ 
ing, following a destructive fire early 
Monday morning, which completely 
destroyed the farm home of W. H. 
Miles and causing th** death of John 
Jones, fifty years of age, who was 
an employe on the Miles farm. 
When 
arrested by Sheriff W. M. Workman 
and Chief Deputy George Gage, Dean 
was in the cotton field on th*1 Green 
farm, and as the officers placed him 
under arrest he stated that he had 
been expecting to be arrested, inti­ 
mating that th*' officers’ action was 
the result of a “frame-up” on the 
part of someone. 
It is believed that 
Dean 
was expecting arrest on a 
charge of deserting from th** army. 
No mention was mad* of the Mibs 
house burning by th ; arresting offi­ 
cers, and it was not until th* officers 
and Dean drove near in** scene of the 
fire, coming to town, did he say any ­ 
thing about the fire. 
As the car 
passed within fifty feet of the scene 
Dean remarked: “The old man bas 
lost his house.” After being informed 
of the nature of th* charge against 
hi ma rid placed in Jail, Dean stated 
to County Attorney IL I*. Gettys that 
he was at the Green home, two miles 
east of th* Miles place, on Sunday 
night. 
He said he returned from 
Fort Worthshortly after nim* o’clock 
on the Santa Fe train, and after I* ax­ 
ing the train at Justin, w* ut to the 
Green horn*, retiring about ten thirty. 
He said ho slept on a pallet on a 
porch, and after retiring never left 
til** premises. 
Tim Miles home, on** of the most 
substantial in that section of the 
county, was destroyee my fire about 
twenty-thirty Monday morning, be­ 
lieved to be of incendiary origin. 
Elizabeth Miles, eighteen years old, 
is suffering from snoek, sustained 
when an attempt was made by an 
intruder in her room to carry her 
from her bed shortly before the fire 
broke out. 
The charred bones of 
Johnny Jones, who had woked on the 
Miles farm for some time. were taken

As a result of rumors about our 
water supply, I have eeen asked for 
a statem ent with reference to same. 
Every drop of water that comes 
to town is filtered thru a plant that 
was designed by one of he best water 
works engineers in the state, and it 
has been passed upon by the state 
board of health. 
Our Mr. Frank 
Owens, who has entire charge of the 
filter plant, is operating it exactly 
according to the instructions of the 
designer of the plant as well as 
according to the instructions of the 
staff* health department, a represen­ 
tative of which has visited the plant 
at regular intervals. 
In some parts oi town aw have 
bren troubled with muddy w aler at 
certain times during the day. 
We 
have partially 
remedied 
this and 
expert to continue our efforts until 
this condition is entirely overcome. 
Every citizen in town is invited, 
in fact, urged to visit the city lake 
arid w ater filter plant; see how' the 
lake w ater is pumped in th ru an 
aeron tor, where it is broken in parti­ 
cles and exposed to the air and sun 
light and is then treated to a douche 
or chemicals at the rate of one cc per 
thousand gallons; 
see it as it then 
passes on to the several settling 
basins w here the white flock, formed 
by the chemical, slowly settles to the 
bottom of the basin, carrying with It 
all im purities in the water. 
Next 
> ou will see the w ater pass from the 
lur settling basin into the big filter 
sand beds, where it passes by gravity 
th ru more than four r e d of the best 
South Texas filter sand the city was 
. hie to buy. Any germs or impurities 
which m ight escape Hie flock in the 
settling basins will surety be caught 
by this thick bed of filter sand. 
You will next be taken outside of 
tile plant to large closed underground 
d e a r well where you will see the 
« lear sparkling w ater from the filter 
beds going to the basin where it is 
lifted up by the large three-stage 
pump and forced more than three 
miles to town. 
The first sight of this 
• lear w ater going into the clear well 
will* certainly cause you to ask for 
a drink. 
W hen every' drop of water 
is handled in this way, is it not 
strange th at rum ors of unfiltered 
w ater ar*' sometimes heard on the 
streets?
